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THE NEW KNITWEAR...SPRING AND EARLY FALL '84 


Spring/Early Fall Knitwear brings innovative designs for all 
occasions, with less emphasis on classic shetland crewnecks and 
angora cowls. The silhouettes for daywear are long and lean, 
Short and boxy. Lines cleaner and simpler. Emphasis on texture. 
Natural colors and materials remain strong, but heathers and 
traditional patterns lose ground to multi-fabric combinations 

in collages, patches, applique knitwear: pants, jumpsuits, 
dresses, skirts, tops, layered ensembles. Evening wear takes 


off with brightly colored combinations of silk, rayon, linen 


and angora; some with long V-necks and deeply slit backs.

FASHION FOCUS CHRISTINA. Long and lean: tunic length tanks teamed with jersey 
knits and pencil skirts. Mid-calf tube dresses. Secooped neck 
COLOR WATCH '85 halter dress with muffled T-back in linen/silk/eotton blend: 
ecru, red, navy, wheat—ADRIENNE VITTADINI. Oversized sweaters 
CALIFORNIA HIGHLIGHTS continue to be very popular. Hand-loomed, long-sleeved cotton tunic 
from ANDRA with horizontal and perpendicular panels in grey and 
BOUTIQUES white. Small intricately detailed tops for evening. NORMA'S hand- 


loomed rayons with elbow length sleeves—silky threads woven 
through bodice, ending in uneven fringe knotted with beads. 


DETAILS: Textures — ribbed, lacy, mesh, popcorn. Flats and double 
knits over jersey continue. Multi-weave garments abound. A short, 
sleeveless cotton sweater from JESKIA with grey and white diagonal 
Stripes in mixed textures. For Fall, a natural white, heavy cotton 
sweater at MICHAEL SEROY with alternating stripes of checkerboard 
and herringbone weaves. 


FABRICS: Dramatic combinations further the multi-weave theme. 
MADY GERRARD designs an oversized sweater in sand shades with 
a large boucle front panel. Knitted strips of snake leather 

enhance padded shoulders. NORMA creates silk, cotton, wool and 
angora collages. Formal V-neck striped collage in pale pink 

angora, iridescent rayon shantung, cotton chenille. Other mixed 
fabrie designs: cotton or wool sweaters with angora animal 

motifs from RUTH HORNBEIN. ANN FELDER'S white V-neck sleeve- 
less top — single thread open weave cotton, neck and armholes 
unexpectedly outlined in white cotton.

Evening wear from PACA--emerald green sweater, shiny rayon—stark contrast with geometric white 
angora icicles. New blends, old standbys: naturals and natural looking fabrics still dominate. 

100% cotton and wool, cashmere, silk, rayon, mohair blended with nylon.. New emphasis on linen 
and linen/rayon or cotton blends. Fine gauged angora for a drapable blousey effect. 


COLORS: Naturals: off white and black. Natural Pastels: peach, pink, grey, muted earthtones. 
Primary highlights. Shimmering champagnes for evening; or vibrant reds, greens, blues with bold 
white and black contrasts. 


NEW CATEGORIES: Active wear: Anything goes. Black 100% cotton knit jersey "football pants": 
Slash pockets to mid-thigh, wide waistband with double snaps and large knee pads. Ribbing 
accentuates details. Worn with oversized black pullover—large shoulder and elongated boat 
neck, triangular ribbed inserts — CLAUDIA REID. One and two-piece sweater dresses gain 
momentum. Angora classics (Fall), sophisticated chemises. MARISA CHRISTINA'S bateau-neck 
dress in cotton seed stitch, rolled sleeves: white, natural, black, red, navy, stone. Side-_ 

slit red dress, rayon/linen with padded shoulders, a draped neck and semi-dolman sleeves. 
Everything from traditional sweater sets to layered (five item) suits. MADY GERRARD'S four- 
piece suit: hand-crocheted, black-trimmed cardigan jacket, tubular shawl, matching skirt and 
shirt in multi-colored silk and rayon: pink, aqua, purple, grey, black. 
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FASHION FOCUS 


MRS. H. WINTER: formerly "Yesterday's News," with distinctive antique-style clothing 

now looks contemporary with supple jersey fabrications. Her signature — ragged narrow seams, 
also used as trim; intricate seaming defines the shapes. Matte jersey soft dresses, some with 
dropped waistlines- become blousons, others with cowl neck treatments and tied sleeves. 
Similar themes carried out with cotton interlock in ribbed T-shirt dressing and separates, 
including pull-on pants and skirts teamed with wedge-shaped tops. Striped cotton and rayon 
knit dresses combine with solid wedge silhouettes and tank dressing. The outerwear look: big 
jackets, poncho capes, toppers and coats marked by raglan sleeves, flanged shoulders, cocoon 
shapes. "Winter" colors: stone, cream, tobacco, black, iris, blush, pale grey. Outstanding: 
Raincoat story in sleek black, stone, or white shiny plastic in bold silhouettes. Also, black 
snakeskin coat with arched neckline and flange shoulders, accompanied by snappy topper.

J.J. CONFORT: dresses and sportswear made in France. A well-priced line in natural, highly 
appealing fabrications. Clean, oversized jackets with asymmetrical closings (in long and cropped 
versions) team with yoked skirts, cropped and classic pants with pocket treatments. Cropped 
button-shoulder tops/tanks with sportswear. Contemporary dresses in easy chemiserie have 
flange shoulders, big patch pockets. Suits and dresses in attractive, refreshing prints. Also, 
coordinated cotton knit jacquard sweaters. Outstanding: Cropped striped jacket in 

bronze/black or grey/black featured with cropped pants; sleeveless dress in several attractive 
two-color combinations worn forwards or backwards. Colors: ice blue, elephant grey, natural, 
copper, black. Sweaters in red, mustard, teal blue. Fabrics: cotton, linen/cotton mix, silk, 

high quality thin gabardine wool. Prices: $14 - $60 individual pieces (485 Seventh Ave.) 


REGINA KRAVITZ: diverse dress line in wearable choices. Chemises and relaxed, two-piece 
dresses with pleated and bias-flared skirts, (both knee and mid-calf length) in a loose, hip- 
belted style. Reinterpreted coatdress in long bathrobe closings or double-breasted versions. 
Important details: large armholes, side asymmetrical button closings and two-tone colorations. 
Fabrics: cottons, linens and silks, a perfect mix for Spring and Summer in graphic, clean-lined 
patterns, bi-color treatments in grey-white, grey-black, red-black, white-black. Also, pastels 
in window-pane checks of peach/white, aqua/white, maize/white.

Casual and sporty airs dominate the daytime collections. Hollywood romanticism and 
Sexy Sophistication take over for evening. Torn clothing and layered looks provide 
daytime's nod to the streets in skirts with leggings, sleeveless tops, and cap-sleeved 
T-shirts with trousers. Chemises and jumpers add a relaxed mood. Decolletage, 

bare backs, off-shoulder designs and waist-defining strapless styles reflect an atmosphere 
and decor reminiscent of the '40's. Swimwear combines the functional with styles 

that add glitter around the pool at cocktail time.
